EDMONTON (CP) — Alberta's 
coal production for the first nine 
months of this year shows a 588,- 
360-ton decrease over output for 
the corresponding 1953 period. 

The provincial mines depart¬ 
ment places total production this 
year at 3,244,344 tons, compared 
with 3.832,704 in nine months last 
year. September output was 374,- 
486 tons, a drop of 102,229tons 
from September, 1953. 

The Drumheller field led pro¬ 
duction last month with 106,686 
tons. Other major producing 
Helds: Crow’s Nest 70,141, Castor 
39,028, Pembina 16,506, Lethbridge 
13,963 and Edmonton 13,775.

Cool Could Be Used 
In Roil Gas Turbines 

Increased use of gas turbines 
for railway locomotives and the 
possibility that coal could be 
adapted as a gas turbine fuel were 
predicted Saturday night by P. J. 
Lusser. MEIC, Calgary office man¬ 
ager of Brown Boveri (Canada* 
Ltd. 

Mr. Lusser was speaking to the 
season’s first regular monthly 
dinner meeting of the Lethbridge 
branch of the Engineering Insti¬ 
tute of Canada. Some 55 member.s 
and guests attended the meeting. 

Speaking on the use of the gas 
turbine for industrial purposes, 
Mr. Lusser reported that the first 
industrial gas turbine in Canada 
had just 1?een installed at a power 
plant in Vermilion, Alta. It has 
been in operation about two weeks, 
he said. 

He predicted that, 'because of 
the low initial cost and the ver¬ 
satility of the gas turbine, it would 
become popular In the next few 
years in spite of its .somewhat low 
efficiency. 

Many turbine-electric locomo¬ 
tives, he noted, were already being 
used in the United States and 
Europe and gas turbines used to 
power electric generators were in 
operation in a number of parts of 
urope. They were now, he said, 
well past the experimental stage. 

The gas turbine operates with 
air mixed with fuel, either natural 
gas or fuel oil, burned in a com¬ 
bustion chamiber. The exhaust 
gases were forced out through the 
blades of the turbine, rotating the 
turbine which drive electrical gen¬ 
erators and other machinery. 

A very great volume of com¬ 
pressed air, he noted, was required 
and the compressor used up much 
of the power supplied by the tur¬ 
bine. The gas tui4)ine was thus 
not as efficient as a steam-driven 
turbine.

Dr. Raymon Mpnlalbetti Returns 
From Attending Scientiiic 
Conierences In European Cities 

Dr. Raymon Montalbetti has recently returned from an oversea* 
tour where he attended several scientific conferences. In an exclusive 
story to the Journal, Dr. Montalbetti stated that he was one of the 
spheric research. 0f particular interest to him are the fields of 
delegates representing Canada in the field of geophysical and iono- 
auroral and airglow research. The conferences were held in Brussels. 
Belgium; The Hague, Holland; Cambidge, England; and Rome, It^y. 

The first three meetings dealt with problems of radio propogation 
of the upper atmosphere and of the inospherlc layers. The Rome 
meeting was mainly concerned with the International Geophysical 
Year which will take place during 1957-58. The purpose of that 
year is to have all nations of the world co-operating in making synoptic 
geophysical observations. An analysis of these observations will lead 
to a closer understanding of the causes of many astronomical and 
terrestial phenomena. Some forty five nations agreed to a general 
research program and Canada U expected to provide many obser¬ 
vations in the Arctic. 

Doctor Montalbetti is heading the upper atmospheric research 
group at Fort Churchill, his headquarters being in Ottawa. It is 
expected that Fort Churchill wUl be or-* of the main Canadian research 
stations for the geophysical yc~, be ■responsible for a number 

of the Arctic stations. 

Churchill is one of the shores of the Hudson Bay and is well 
suited for auroral research in that the maximum frequency of oc¬ 
currence of aurora is at that latitude. The climate of ChurohlU b 
typical of the Arctic. It is important as a cold weather testing station 
because both low temperatures and high winds combine to make 
winter conditions extremely severe. 

During his European tour. Dr. Montalbetti was particularly im¬ 
pressed by the marvelous recovery of the nations that were hard 
hit by the war. This was noted by the amount of rebuilding and the 
present economic status of the people. Rome proved to be exceedingly 
interesting for him with its many ruins of Roman times: its many 
beautiful churches; and its many lovely fountains. 

He found the hospitality of all the nations in which the meetings 
were held very cordial. 

Dr. and Mrs. Montalbetti and baby son Raymon are at present 
spending a short vacation with Dr. Montalbetti’s parents Mr. and Mrs. 
I. Montalbetti. They will be returning shortly to Fort Churchill.

CelebroMon Time 

Albertas year-long Golgen Jubi¬ 
lee celebration next year is to be 
focussed between June 4 and Sept. 
11, with official provincial festivi¬ 
ties concentrated in the week be¬ 
ginning Sept. 4.

The financial statement for the 
nine month period shows that tax 
collections for the Town of (Dole- 
man are better comparatively than 
last year. 

In presenting the statement to 
council at their regular "neeting, 
SecretaiT Collister showe ! ’hat al- 
thouugh the assessment was down 
one fifth over last year, the tax 
collections were not down by a 
fifth, therefore collections have 
been better this year. 

Jimmie Evans waited on coun¬ 
cil asking that they consider his 
application to erect a wind break 
0 nthe front of his cafe during 
winter months. Council explained 
to Ml-. Evans that they were afraid 
granting permission would start 
a precedent and the street would 
.soon become dotted with such 
•structures. Permission was refused 
for a second time. 

Following this discussion Mr. 
Evans explained that he had re¬ 
cently dug a new cesspool on his 
property and had secured permis¬ 
sion from The Grand Union Hotel 
and Mr. Pllewich to spread mater¬ 
ial on their property adjoining. 
While moving soil to this property 
he was ordered stopped by the 
town foreman, and was now ask¬ 
ing the reason for this action. 
Council informed Mr. Evans that 
the land had been leased to (Dal- 
gary Brewery for the sole purpose 
of using it for a septic tank, and 
that the council still retained ju¬ 
risdiction over the surface. Coun¬ 
cillor Jenkins at this time com¬ 
plained that the material placed 
on this land posed a threat to the 
skating rink. It was his conten¬ 
tion that the material would move 
towards the rink and create a con¬ 
dition that faced the area some 
time ago and had to be rectified 
at con a idem bii tf noat. He movMi 
that the Works and P rope rty com¬ 
mittee look over the land. 

It was also brought out that 
should the new post-office become 
a reality the town is faced with 
the problem of finding a new site 
for the parking lot. It was stated 
that parking on the discussed site 
is not possible now because of the 
material placed there. 

The matter of the bus service 
to the hospital was brought up, 
the secretary stating that he had 
received word the day following 
last meeting saying that service 
would be resumed and it was not 
necessary to write to the govern¬ 
ment. 

Correspondence from the Cana¬ 
dian Legion invited all councillors 
and the Mayor to attend Remem¬ 
brance Day Services. Council de¬ 
cided to follow action of other 
years and place a wreath at the 
cenotaph. 

Coleman s participation in the 
provinces Golden Jubilee may have 
got a start as the result of cor¬ 
respondence. The Provincial Ju- 
billee Committee wrote advising 
council that a speaking tour had 
been organized and would meet 
with a representative group from 
Coleman if desired to formulate 
plans and advise how the iMovince 
will assist. ’This matter iras or¬ 
dered referred to the Board of 
Trade. 

The Alberta Safety Committee 
wrote asking for a meeting with 
the toTO to set up plans for a 
local campaign. ’This was referred 
to the Police Committee for con¬ 
sideration. 

Padre H. Moss, who is leaving 
the district, gave writtoi notice 
that he was resigning as Welfare 
Officer and 'passed on information 
and suggestions that he consider¬ 
ed might benefit his siHScessor. He 
advised that the eWlfare Commit¬ 
tee be composed of representatives 
from every phase of cominunity 
life. 

Council expressed regrets at los¬ 
ing Padre Moss and were aware 
of the great work that be has done 
without any hope of recompense.

THE LOGICAL 

RECONSTRUCTION PROGRAM 


The Provincial government has expressed 
the opinion that they might recreate Fort Ed¬ 
monton and Fort Calgary as part of the Jubil- 
iee Celebration. They have also decided that 
the badlands of Drumheller will be designated 
as a provincial park. 

We draw attention to the government the 
fact that an area just west of Coleman affords 
them the same opportunity and with a greater 
possible impact upon the visiting tourist. 

During the boom days of the construction 
of the C.P.R. a town was situated at the scenic 
Crows Nest Lakes, just this side of the B.C. 
Alberta border. Recreating this village and 
erecting of a sign telling the story of the dis¬ 
trict, what to look for as they travel eastward 
through the Pass would be appreciated by the 
traveller. It would serve as an introduction to 
the province, draw attention to the Famous 
Frank Slide and could give him information as 
to places to visit and routes to take. The need 
for a tourist information booth at this entry 
to the province has been neglected too long. 

The Crows Nest Pass area has scenery com¬ 
parable to anywhere in the province and is the 
southern end of the Coleman Kananaskis high¬ 
way; it is one of the main routes Americans 
follow to Calgary, Banff and other points in 
the province. It is part of the circle route 
western American tourists can take to Water- 
ton and Glacier Park then home. Moreover it is 
the most neglected area in the province as far 
as government tourist information is con¬ 
cerned. 


Government Spending 

Economy in government is as essential to the economic welfare 
of the country as economy in business is to the health of that business. 
It is necessary therefore that government scrutinize ordinal^ peace¬ 
time expenditures carefully with a view to keeping them to a minimum, 
and also examine with care the costs of our continuing defence estab¬ 
lishment. The Canadian Chamber of Commerce has long pointed out 
that bureaucracy never can possess the initiative and dynamic qualities 
of private enterprise which must of necessity have strict regard 
at all times for economy and efficiency in its operation, and be under 
the constant stimulus of competition. Private enterprise is always 
aware that any inefficiency, if not corrected, will result in financial 
loss and eventual bankruptcy. 

The onus of minimizing government expenditures, however, must 
not be placed entirely upon the shoulders of our elected representatives 
or the members of the civil service. Certainly theirs is a heavy res¬ 
ponsibility in this regard, but it must also be remembered that citizens 
themselves, as individuals and as groups, must recognize that they 
too have responsibilities in this connection. Citizens in a free society 
are under obligation to exert eveiT effort to solve their own economic 
problems and not look to government for help in evei 7 difficulty. 

It must 'be recognized that demands for lower taxation are in¬ 
compatible with demands for increased government services, ne¬ 
cessitating heavy spending. Canadians must beware of looking to 
the State to provide security to the extent that the individual loses 
incentive to provide for himself. Somehow or other there has got 
abroad the idea that by some trick of magic a dollar taxed out of 
our -pockets by government will be bigger and better when returned 
to us. Actually every dollar taken from us in the form of taxation loses 
weight by the deduction of the brokerage of the bureaucrats. 

The fact that our taxed dollar is spent less effectively by govern¬ 
ment than by private enterprise is, however, one of the minor evils. 
The great danger is that unless closely controlled the spending of 
government grows like the proverbial snowball. Excessive spendhig 
leads to excessive -bureaucracy and they both combine to make for 
excessive taxation. There are no greater political powers than the 
power to tax and the power to spend. It has been truly said that the 
minute we ask government to do something for us, the greater power 
we give government to do something to us. This power stifles the very 
freedom upon which our progress has been based and our future 
depends. 

S. C. Atkinson, President of General Films Limited, Regine, and 
a Director of The Canadian Chamber of Commerce, participating in 
the Canadian Chamber current radio series, "The Way I See It,” 
sponsored by Boards ^d Chambers in all ten provinces of Canada, 
made the following pertinent comment on this subject: 

"Many Canadians are indifferent about government spending. 
Most of us watch our personal finances pretty carefully, and we don’t 
buy anything until we have convinced ourselves that we are getting 
full value. But when we read in the paper that the government is 
planning to spend so many billions of dollars, for one reason or an¬ 
other, we take the information quite calmly. 

“The trouble is, of course, that we forget it’s our money the gov¬ 
ernment is spenindg. By far ttie biggest part of the government’s in¬ 
come is money that it takes from every citizen in the form of taxes. 
This te money which we ourselves would be spending, or saving, if 
the government did not take it in order to spend it, or save it, on our 
behalf. We certainly ought to take the keenest kind of interest in what 
is being done with that money. 

“At the present time, the contrttmtions of Oanadiims to their 
govermnent are at an all-thne high. Thirty-six point nine cents out 
of every dollar we earn goes to the various levels of government in 
one form of tax or another. How is that money spent? 

“W^, oi course, theres nattoiml defence. That’s the biggest 
siiigle item of government spending, and I think we’re all agreed 
that It’s most necessary. It is a shame, to put it mildly, that so mddi 
must be spent to make us safe agaii»t aggression; but the inter¬ 


national situation is no fault of ours or our goverirment’s. 

“Another major item of government spending is welfare schemes. 
These include Family Allowances, lUnemployment Insurance, Old Age 
Pensions, and the like. We are fortunate that our present level of 
prosperity enables us to finance such welfare sohanes without getting 
into th red. But there is a definite limit to the amount of welfare 
a country can provide, even in good times. Whenever we are tempted 
to think that welfare services should be increased, we should rmind 
ourselves that such services tre paid -for out of our taxes. The govern¬ 
ment doesn’t -get the money out of thin air. How many of us feel 
that we personally can afford a more ambitious government welfare 
program? 'Remember that essentially, all welfare schemes are a -process 
■by which the government takes our money and then redistributes it, 
after -deducting the expenses entailed by this operation. 

“Something else we ought to remember is that once welfare pro¬ 
grams are established. It is -practically impossible ever to abolish or 
even curtail them. In case of a recession, no matter how much we per¬ 
sonally may 'be feeling the pinch, we still have to pay taxes to finance 
the government’s welfare program. This is something to be very 
seriously considered 'before committing the -government to fui'ther 
expansion of any welfare plans. 

'"There are two other things I want to mention in connection with 
government spending. One is the intrusion of government into bus¬ 
iness. The Canadian -government is presently irfvolved in a number of 
business enterprises, most of which operate at a loss. If these enter¬ 
prises were being run by -private businessmen it would be they, and 
not the public, who would take the loss. It seems obvious, then, that 
for the public’s -good the government should be discouraged from 
entering any more fields that -properly belong to private business, 
unless there are special reasons.”

(1) Never leave a thing to 
chance. Keep your car in perfect 
mechanical condition. 

(2) Get the “feel" of the road 
by taking it very slowly at first, 
testing your brakes, Jights, wind¬ 
shield wiper and defrosting equip¬ 
ment. 

(3) Drive slowly enough so you 
don’t have to count on your brakes. 
Drive with an even, gentle pres¬ 
sure on the gas pedal and never 
accelerate suddenly or with a jerk. 

(4) If you must use the brakes, 
gently “pump” them up and down. 


If you feel the car starting to skid, 
turn the steering wheels in the 
direction the rear wheels are slip¬ 
ping to bring the front wheels 
in line. 

(5) Use tire chains on ice and 
snow. Chains are not a cure-all 
but they cut braking distances as 
much as 40 to 60 percent. 

(6) Triple or quadruple the us¬ 
ual distance between you and the 
car ahead. 

But the best rule of all: when 
the weather is extremely bad, do 
not drive if you can avoid it.

Doctors, and the patient should 
make a special effort to get ac¬ 
quainted with them by reading 
them, consulting his doctor or the 
secretary. 

The important features that 
should be remembered by every¬ 
one are the facts that: 

1. Refeitals must be done by the 
local doctors only. 

2. The patient or his immediate 
relative must preseijt a properly 
completed physicians certificate to 
the secretary of the hospital for 
approval BEFORE leaving the 
district. 

3. In the case of an emergency 
. outside of this hospital district, 

satisfactory evidence. Doctors cer¬ 
tificates and accounts, must be 
pi-esented. 

No hardship Is intended by 
these regulations but as the Hos¬ 
pital must comply with Provincial 
regulations, the Board must in 
turn insist that every person con¬ 
cerned adhere to the rules. Other¬ 
wise, NO LIABILITY will be ac¬ 
cepted. 

In order to facilitate telephone 
calls to the hospital, a complete 
and accurate record of the pa¬ 
tients condition is being kept at 
the main desk. As a result of this 
arrangement, the public is asked 
to co-operate and ask for your in¬ 
formation from the main office 
and not the floors. 

In response to an invitation 
from the Blairmore school board, 
a delegation was present from the 
Home and School Association, at 
their regular meeting, October 26, 
1954.

While some ele¬ 
mentary grades are over-crowded, 
the high school is grossly under 
crowded. Under the chainnanship 
of Mr. Anderson, the school board 
ably presented the case as seen 
by the government as to the dif¬ 
ficulty of arranging building grant 
as long as that situation exists. 
After much discussion, of all 
points of this problem, the state¬ 
ment was made and endorsed by 
the school board that only the 
Home and School, working in con¬ 
junction with other such groups 
with the same problem, could al¬ 
leviate this condition. With this, 
the meeting was adjourned.

01 Wild Animals And Birds 


The Calgary zoo, finest In west¬ 
ern Canada provides the people of 
southern Alberta with a view of 
many , of the world's most in¬ 
teresting animals and birds. 

Established in 1929, the same 
year the Calgary Zoological So¬ 
ciety came into being, the zoo 
is operated jointly by the Society 
and the City of Calgary Parks 
Department. Enthusiastic support 
is given by Calgary citizens and 
business firms while further fi¬ 
nancial assistance was given this 
year by a $5,000 Alberta govern¬ 
ment grant. 

Located on St. George’s Island 
in the east of Calgary; the zoo's 
cages and enclosures contain 900 
animals and birds, representing 
260 species. Albertans are pleased 
to see their native animals well 
represented for the collection of 
local animals includes all sPecies 
except two. 

Lions And Tigers 

Although the zoo has no ele¬ 
phants or giraffes, large animals 
abound. There are lions, tigers, 
leopards, pumas, Canada Lynx, 
bobcats and South American 
ocelots. The giant polar bears, 
“Carmichael” and “Mary” brought 
from the Southampton Inlet re¬ 
gion of Hudson Bay, delight 
crowds ^hen they plunge into their 
swimming pool or rise to their 
swimming pool or rise to their im¬ 
pressive heights to receive food. 
Other bears are the 1,000-pound 
grizzly, “Dynamite” and smaller 
black and brown bears. 

A varied collection of monkeys 
appeals to the children. In a 
monkey house which permits free 
movement from outside to Inside 
cages, baboons, a champanzee and 
other impish primates perfom to 
the great delight of those, watch¬ 
ing. 


Other popular performers are 
the California sea lions, gliding 
with swift grace through their 
tank or barking exictedly at the 
prospect of another meal of her¬ 
ring. 

The Calgary Zoo’s bird collec¬ 
tion is also representative of all 
the beauty and variety of the 
world’s bird life. Emus from the 
Australian desert strut haughtily 
as befits their rank as the zoo’s 
largest birds, peafowls favor their 
audiences with an occasional dis¬ 
play of their lovely plumage. There 
are 25 kinds of pheasants, part¬ 
ridge and quail, and 20 varieties of 
pigeons and doves as well as owls, 
swans, parrots, geese, ducks and 
pelicans. 

Growth of the Calgary Zoo has 
been aided by the contributions of 
many North American zoos which 
provided animals for the Calgary 
collection at times when the zoo 
had no animals to exchange. Now 
the majority of new animals born 
or hatched in the spring are sent 
to others zoos, a small portion be¬ 
ing retained by the Calgary Zoo 
to replace lo.ses through sickness 
and accidents.
